The rage for purpose in book-writing;—the de- 
mand that every work shall “ point a moral,” 
is one of the least reasonable ravings of half- 
headed people who are obstinate in their de- 
mands just in proportion to the stupidity of those 
demands, We have only to grant that any given 
thing is good, and in vain shall we urge that it is 
merely in the abstract that it is always good. Hence 
the eternal commonplaces of the press; the ham- 
mering of a moral into every page; schooling 
people into the appreciation of a single maxim by 
force of three volumes, dull enough to make their 
hobby horrible to the reader for ever after, and 
drive him from the terrors of light literature to 
4 comparative Elysium in the debates in Parlia- 
Ment, or a report of proceedings at the Marylebone 
vestry, But shall these dreadful moralists exas- 
perateus into enmity against the principle over 
which they shed some taint of their insipidity ? 

t us interecde to save it from that pro- 
tection which is worse than enmity, and welcome 
the book which illustrates a moral without making 
it mawkish and offensive,

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Ah, dear ladies of England! I feel quite certain 
you will unite with your sisters in France in the sen- 
timent which at this moment occupies so many of 
them, namely, enthusiastic admiration of the Milanese 
Grace Darling. Not that the acts of Louisa Battistati, 
the milliner of Milan, belong to the same element— 
but true heroism belongs to both. Louisa is an ex- 
tremely pretty girl with a charming figure, and dressed 
im armour would be an admirable representative 
of Joan of Arc. During the few days’ struggle at 
Milan she fought like a lioness ; and, at the head of a 
corps of young men, defended the Vettabia (a place 
of refuge) and one of the bridges, against the Croats, 
It is difficult to conceive anything more coolly de- 
termined or more expert in the use of the carbine 
than Louisa Battistati. She is for the present en per- 
manence an officer of the Civic Guard ; and who 
would dream even of cowardice in the presence of such 
a heroine?

People living 
in the midst of alarms have really no zest for anything 
but the news of the hour. But,”’ he continued, much 
more excited than I have usually seen him, ‘il serait 
temps d’en finir aveo eette panique perpétuelle qui, 
dans un moment od tout a besoin de calme, s’empare 
de certains esprits.

of the warm bath, is the extreme fear with which 
some appear to be struck on being put into the 
water. ‘The violent fits of screaming this induces 
is not unfrequently the cause of convulsions by 
aggravating the evil intended to be remedied, and 
in cases where tendency to congestion of the brain 
exists it must be carefully guarded against. 

The best mode of acting under 
such circumstances is to cover the 
bathing-vessel with a thick flannel 
or blanket, which being gradually 
pressed down with the infant laid 
upon it, the water transudes 
almost imperceptibly through the 
texture, so that the little patient is 
in the bath before it is aware of 
it. If, however, the bath should 
be still obstinately refused, en- 
veloping the infant in a strong 
flannel wrung out of water, at the 
temperature of 97 deg, Fahrenheit, 
will be found to be an excellent 
substitute; there it will lie among 
the folds, as calmly and quietly as 
the most anxious mother could 
wish. We remember also an use- 
ful hint connected with this sub- 
ject, given to us in the course of 
our medical education by a late 
respected professor—that, to make 
a child superlatively happy in the 
bathing-tub, a few corks placed 
in the water would be all that 
was necessary, Thirty or forty 
years after, he used truly to ob- 
serve, they would not find half 
the pleasure in a globe and 
sceptre. 

« | Another occasional matter in 
nursery practice which it will be 
well here to make some observa- 
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tions upon, for the benefit of nurses and mothers, is 
lication of leeches to children.

leeches. The usual means are the application of 
cold water, vinegar, and compression with lint and 
bandages. It is good practice, therefore, not to 
bleed except in parts under which bony surfaces

places for the application of leeches. If compression 
fails, a minute portion of sponge inserted into the

The landscapes, as usual, form a great 
proportion of the works exhibited by the society, 
and in this department of art its members always 
take a creditable position, ‘This year they are un- 
usually good, but it is to be regretted that the few 
subject pictures are altogether very inferior, and 
not even up to the average of former years, ‘The 
works of Mr, Herring are very much missed in the 
present exhibition. His subjects would have given 
a variety which is much wanted; and we regret, 
moreover, to learn that illness is the immediate 
cause of his absence, 

The largest and, perhaps, the most ambitious

Mr, J. Gilbert has only one painting in the 
present exhibition, It is carefully drawn and 
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beautifully coloured. There is a little picture, re- 
presented in the background, which is quite a study 
of itself. 

Mr, A. Montague has some beautiful river 
scenes. No. 71, ‘A Dutch Milk-boat ;’ and 
No. 307, ‘Crossing the Dort River ;’’ — both 
cleverly drawn and coloured, 

No, 422. ‘The Young Poacher,’ I. Zeitter, 
has more breadth of eolouring, and is more care- 
fully finished, than most of the other works by 
this artist. His subjects generally represent Hun- 
garian gipsy life; and, picturesque as they un- 
doubtedly are, they nearly all want effect, 

Mr. Shayer is a large contributor to this gallery, 
and, as usual, his pictures are all of the same class, 
both as regards subjects and colouring. We have 
over and over again seen the same white pony and 
brown horse, the same dog, the same figureg and 
trees, that distinguish all his works. No, 156, 
‘A By-lane, New Forest,’ is one of the best of its 
class, and a really good picture. We only regret 
that an artist of such talent should not givo a little 
more variety in his subjects, 

A. H.Woolmer exhibits some good pletures—-but 
there is that decided mannerism about his works 
which we have already had to object to in others, 

No. 167. ‘The Old 'ile-kilns at Aldershot, 
Hants--Cwsar’s Camp in the distance,’ E, Hassell, 
18 & picturesque subject and well painted, It 
would, however, have been improved by a little 
more force in the foreground, 

No, 488, ‘Morton before Claverhouse,’ Windus, 
This is an artist with whose name we are not 
acquainted, and from his work we suppose he is 
young; if so, the picture ia of great promise.

Wr know ladies; are fond of heavy damages—

An effort will be made on Monday next by a horde 
of ill-advised enthusiasts to disturb the public 
peace, unless a certain charter, in which they have 
written down their political demands, is granted. 
We do not wish to alarm, It is possible that the 
decision of the authorities and the resolute attitude 
of well-disposed persons will sufficiently awe these 
absurd people to deter them from converting their 
preposterous notions into acts, To rely upon this 
hope, however, it is indispensable that all should 
be prepared to give their utmost assistance should 
it be needed. And we know it is only necessary 
to hint to Englishwomen that they may favourably 
influence their mule relatives in this respect to be 
sure of their doing so. 

We recommend, in fact, that every one should 
arm himself with the powers of a special constable, 
in order to interfere, if necessary, with all the pro- 
tection and authority with which the law can invest 
him. And to our fair readers we simply state that 
the extent to which this advice is followed will 
greatly depend upon them.

What most deeply impressed me was, considering the 
awful extent of existing crime, and the suffering and 
sorrow produced by it, how far the conduct of the 
higher classes may influence that of the lower, and 
tend in many ways to increase the evil by ladies not

servants, thus leading them to dishonesty on their 
parts or that of the tradespeople; by allowing their 
maid servants, or charwomen, to begin to wash at 
unseasonable hours, and consequently to require ardent 
spirits to support them.

of 
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August, 1786. A marriage of political expediency 
united her to Enrich Charles, hereditary Prince of Lei- 
ningen. Her admirable conduct, under very peculiar 
circumstances, won for her the praise of all. Entirely 
devoted to the education of her two children, she led 
a life of much seclusion till the death of her husband 
in 1814. She was then called to the regency, and her 
administration was at once popular and respected. In 
1818 she married the Duke of Kent, first at her father’s 
court, by the Lutheran rites, and afterwards at Kew, 
according to the ceremonies of the Church of England, 
This marriage, being one of mutual affection, gave a 
promise of domestic happiness which was not disap- 
pointed. The state of the duke’s affairs, which re- 
quired the strictest economy, would not allow him to 
remain in England, and he fixed his abode at the 
palace of Amorbach, which had been the previous resi- 
dence of the duchess; but, naturally desirous that their 
child should be born in England, they returned in 1819, 
and on the 24th of the following May our beloved Queen 
was born at Kensington Palace. As the duchess re- 
covered but slowly from her confinement, it was re- 
solved to try the pure and mild air of Devonshire 
Accordingly the royal pair prepared to pass the winter 
at Sidmouth. The melancholy event which took place 
there has already been detailed in our columns. (Vide 
Lapy’s Newspaper, vol. 2, p. 146.) 

In 1829 the son of her Royal Highness, Charles Fre- 
derick, Prince of Leiningen, married Maria, daughter 
of the late Count Maximilian of Klebelsberg. The 
Princess Anne Feodorowna resided with her mother in 
England ; and in 1828 was united to the Prince of Hos 
henloe-Langenburg. ‘The ceremony was performed 
at Kensington Palace, where the duchess had apart- 
ments. She has had also the pleasure of witnessing 
the elevation of her other daughter to the throne of 
these realms, and shortly after of being present at: 
her mariage with the husband of her choice,—an union 
which has been productive of the greatest happiness, 
and which, we trust, the duchess will long be spared 
to share. 

THE SUTLEJ MEDALS, ; 

The medals ordeyed by her Majesty for distribu-

of Victory, holding out a wreath to the army 
of the Sutlej in one hand, while in the other 
she bears a palm-branch: at her feet are military 
weapons, tastefully grouped. In the exergue are 
the names of the battles in which the particular 
wearer took part, Medals have been sent to the 
several regiments at present in England, and 20,000 
have been forwarded to India. It is expected that 
about 43,000 will be struck. 'The tie is a blue 
ribbon with a red border. As in the case’of the 
Waterloo medal, there will be no distinction in the 
value of the decoration—all will be silver, 
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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
THE REPUBLIC OF FRANCE, 


The Bourse has been saddened by the news of se- 
veral suspensions of payments, One of the most 
Meno banking-houses of Paris is mentioned 
among them, 

The second and third battalions of the German De- 
mocratic Legion, about 1000 strong, on leaving Paris 
for Germany, were accompanied as far as Vincennes 
by nearly 20,000 Parisians. The Prince de la Mos- 
cowa, M. Herwegh, the Germin poet, and M, Born- 
stedt, the Vice-President of the German Association, 
addressed the multitude. The fourth battalion has 
also left. 

A body of young men, bearing a tricoloured flag, 
on which was inseribed ‘ Respect the brave des 
braves,” have proceeded to the vemnerery of Pére la 
Chaise, and planted it over the grave of Marshal Ney, 

Some ecrious disturbances have taken place at Lyons, 
The soldiers of the 13th and 22nd regiments of the 
line, on the 30th ult., dismissed the greater number of 
their officers.

It appears by the report of the board of directors 
of the St, Germain Railroad that the damage done to 
the road during the late events is estimated at 977,000 
francs, The company has applied to the Government 
for compensation, and the report expresses a hope 
that the.claim will be admitted. 

Mr. Robert Owen, whose arrival in Paris we have 
already mentioned, has issued an address to the French 
nation. 

The loan of 50,000,000 on the part of the Bank of 
Frange to the Government will be in paper, — 

Monday being the day fixed by the Provisional Go- 
vernment for the reception of the mémbers of the 
Irish deputation, Mr. Smith O’Brien and the other 
members of the Irish Confederation went to the hotel 
at half-past three, to present their address, ‘They were 
réceivad by M.de Lamartine alone. His answer gives 
not the Femotest encouragement to the treasonable 
intentions 60 publicly manifested. In the course of 
his reply he says:—‘ When there is a difference of 
race—when tiations are aliens in blood—intervention 
is nat allowable. We belong to no party in Treland or 
elsewhere, except to that which contends for justice, 
for liberty, and for the happiness of the Irish people. 
No other part would be acceptable to us, ina time of 
peace, in the interests and the passions of foreign 
nations, France is desirous of reserving herself free 
for the maintenance of the rights of all.” 

The National declares that, if the elections produce 
an Assembly favourable to any other government than 
that of a republic, it will bea signal of incalculable 
calamities to France. 

Petitions are being got up at Nantes, and through- 
out Brittany, demanding that the National Assembly 
shall sit in a central town of France, to remove it from 
the influence of the people of Paris, and also that it 
be guarded by guards selected from all parts of the 
country. 
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BELGIUM. 


The band which calls itself the Belgian Legion 
entered Belgium on the 26th ult. by Risque-d-out, 
a village situated between Mouscron and Menin. 

The advaticed guard of General Fleury-Duray 
opposed them. It was composed of 200 men of the 
5th Infantry of the Line, two pieces of cannon, and 
25 artillerymen, and the 2nd Regiment of Mounted 
Chasseurs, As soon as the Legion, 2000 strong, 
observed this small corps it pressed forward, colours 
flying and drums beating a charge, 

For a few moments their fire was brisk and well 
maintained, and as long as they had only the mus- 
ketry of the soldiers to sustain they stood firm; but 
General Fleury-Duray having brought his two pieces 
of cannon into play, the marauders immediately 
slackened fire and fled in all directions, throwing down 
their arms. 

Several prisoners were taken, and among them their 
leader, a Parisian, The invading legion has lost 
many men; it is said 400 killed and wounded. 'The 
troops have one killed and five or six wounded.

THE QUEEN ON THE PROSECUTION OF 
Dr. Ler, Bistop oF MANCHESTER, 0. GUTTERIDGE. 
On the Midland Circuit, at Warwick, before Chief 
Justice Wilde anda special jury, the trial of this case, 
which has excited so much interest, came on on Mon- 
day last. Mr, Whitehurst, Q.C,, Mr. Humfre ,Q.C., 
and Mr, Waddington for the prosecution, The de- 
fendant conducted his own case. ‘The information 
charged that, at the time of the printin the libel, he, 
the prosecutor, was a clergyman of the Church of 
England, and the head master of the Free Grammar 
School at Birmingham, and as such had the education 
of many youths under his care; and that there was a 
oertain other school, called the Blue Coat Charity 
School, but that the defendant, intending to vilify, 
&c., did, on the 24th day of December, 1845, publish 
ascandalous libel, to wit, as follows :—‘* He (meaning 
Dr. Lee) eagerly sought to connect himself with every 
public establishment here (meaning Birmingham), 
whether of charity, literature, or science, and 
almost everywhere, by exhibiting a most officious, 
insolent, and domineering behaviour, and an in- 
triguing and_ill-natured disposition, which  dis- 
honoured his character as a clergyman. He insulted 
and disgusted the most respectable and respected 
supporters of our public institutions, and further pur- 
sued with spite and bitterness many, even in the persons 
of their children, who dared to act with independence 
and spirit, so far as to resist his intrusive and offensive 
advances. His faults, however, have been far from 
being confined to misbehaviour and disagreeable bear- 
he has shown himself on several occasions ina 
state of intoxication, greatly to the disgust of those 
who witnessed an exhibition so scandalous to his 
clerical character, Being requested on a certain 
Sunday evening to visit 1 youth supposed to be dying 
at the Blue Coat School (one of the institutions in 
which he has rendered himself peculiarly obnoxious 
by his outrageous bearing), he came in a state of 
inebriety so gross as to make it incumbent on the 
head master to report the fact next morning to 
several members of the committee who visited the 
school. On another occasion he attempted when 
similarly discomposed to perform divine service in 
one of our churches, and he acquitted himself in such 
a manner as to excite the sorrow of some, the indig- 
nation of others, and the surprise of all who witnessed 
the melancholy spectacle.” Also on the 30th of May, 
1846, in the defendant’s printed report of the town’s 
meeting, he reiterated those charges, and upon other 
occasions, the charges made by the defendant, in 
fact, being that Dr. Lee was a person of overbearin 
manners, that he had been guilty of drunkenness an 
inattention, and of conduct generally, Such as to throw 
an odium upon the church and on himself as an un- 
worthy member of that church.—The defendant by 
his plea justified the principal charges,— Mr. White- 
hurst, in his opening address, observed the Bisho of 
Manchester had very reluctantly been oripelled: to 
bring the case into court to vindicate himself from the 
libels the result of the defendant’s malignant enmity 5 
but though he (the prosecutor) felt reluctant to, and 
abiained from, prosecuting the author of the libels 
upon himself whilst he remained at Birmingham, where 
he was known, yet, now that he was promoted to the 
high station he then filled, it became absolutely 
necessary he should do 80, uffless he wished to limit 
his sphere of usefulness In his diocese The Lord 
Bishop of Manchester was examined, and gave a clear 
and distinct account of his first connection with Bir- 
mingham as head master of King Edward's School, 
his election as governor of the Hospital, his connection 
with the Blue Coat School, &e. Whilst one of the 
governors of the hospital, the defendant was an 
insuccessful candidate for a medical office in that 
institution. The bishop’s evidence im chief merely 
went to give an account or history of the proceedings 
as connected with the charges made against him, and 
which have already appeared s0 often in Pupe To 
a question put by Mr. flumfrey, as delicately as 

osaible, as to whether he had been inebriated, the 
bishop denied it distinctly and most emphatically, Up 
to the hour of going to press with our early edition we 
have not received particulars of the conclusion of the 


trial.

Accidents and Offences. 


Terriric Coturery Exprioston.——On 
Saturday morning last the painful intelligence reached 
Swansea that the neighbourhood of Neath had been 
the scene of another of those deplorable and frightful 
colliery explosions which have proved from time to 
time, in the principality of Wales, so destructive to 
human life, The melancholy and sad event, which 
has already resulted in the loss of nineteen or twenty 
lives, took place at Messrs, Penrose’s property, termed 
the Eagle Bush Colliery, situate in the vicinity of 
Nolet on the evening of the previous Wednesday. ‘ 

t the time of the misfortune there were from 25 to 
30 colliers in the pit, and whilst at work the firedamp 
went off, blowing the men into a misshapen mass, 
killing a great number, and severely bruising the 
others. With all possible expedition the unfortunate 
sufferers were extricated ; and nineteen men were 
known to have perished, several others remaining in 
a Very precarious condition. 


Extensive Fire at OrcHarp Wuarr, 
BLiackwaLu.—On Sunday afternoon, between one 
and two o’clock, a fire, that was not extinguished until 
considerable roperty had been destroyed, broke out 
in Orchard Wharf, Blackwall, the property of Messrs. 
Miller, Ravenhill, and Co., the extensive iron-ship 
builders and engineers. The private watchman was 
the first person to make the unwelcome discovery. It 
appears, from information obtained on the spot durin 
the raging of the conflagration, that whilst the watch.
